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Enterprise men indicted for murder

The Coffee County Grand Jury - 
Enterprise Division was convened 
last Friday to hear evidence against 
two Enterprise men charged with 
capital murder of a restaurant man- 
ager. 

Indictments were handed down 
by the grand jury against Damon 
Todd Walker and Lucius Toney, III. 
Both are 19-years-old. 

The two men were notified of 
their indictment shortly before noon 
on Friday. 


Grand Jury - 


The indictments charge each of 
the defendants with capital murder 
during Kidnapping and murder dur- 
ing robbery - both in the first degree, 

District Attorney Joel Folmar said 
that he will seck the death penalty 
for both the men charged in the 
shooting death of Roy William 
Pridemore, the assistant manager of 
Captain D’s restaurant in Enterprise, 

According to statements reported- 
ly made to law enforcement officials 
alter their arrest, the two had been 
planning the robbery for quite some 
lime. It happened late Sunday night, 
May 22nd.

Youngsters find marijuana 


Sheriffs deputies with the Coffee 
County Sherift’s Department confis- 
cated about 15 marijuana plants near 
the Bethany Community last Friday 
afternoon, 

Bethany is located on Co, Rd. 
533 just south of New Brockton, 

Chief Deputy Ben Moates said- 
law enforcenment officials were no- 
tified of the plants by parents whose 
children found them while playing, 

According to Moates, the young- 
sters said they recognized the mari- 
juana plants from what they had 
learned in the D.A.R.E, (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) program at 
school 

“We need to give that program 
credit for what it is doing,” said 
Moates. “It led to a tip-off on 
drugs.” 

The marijuana plants were one to 
three feet tall. 

Moates stated that all residents of 
the county should be aware of any 
Suspicious vehicles or activity near 
wooded areas that might be used for 
growing marijuana, 

On Saturday, sheriffs deputies 
retumed to the vicinity of where the 


plants were found and searched the 
nearby wooded area for other plants. 
The deputies were aided in their 
search by a spotter in an airplane, 
No more plants were found Satur- 
day, but the search goes on, 


Allegedly, Toney hid in Pride- 
more’s minivan and jumped him af- 
ter he left the restaurant to make the 
night deposit. Walker followed in 
the get-away car. 

It is believed by authorities that 
the plan went bad when Pridemore - 
according to speculation - rammed a 
parked Enterprise police cruiser. The 


officer driving the car had gone into 


the Enterprise Rescue Squad build- 
ing to make a phone call. 

The police officer heard the crash 
and went outside to investigate. He 
found the victim with a gunshot 
wound in the head and unconscious 
in the van, 

After the wreck, a black man 
armed with a pistol was scene flee- 
ing from the scene on foot. 

Pridemore was taken to Medical 
Center Enterprise where he was pro- 
nounce dead on arrival, 

Both Toney and Walker remain in 
the Coffee County Jail where they 
have been since their arrest on Mon- 
day, May 23, 

A request for bail by the defen- 
dants has been denied . 

Circuit Judge Gary McAliley has 
ordered both men to appear in circuit 
court on Thursday, June 9, 1994, at 
1:30 p.m. for arraignment.

Elba’s mayor indicted by grand jury

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Elba again was the subject of the 
news throughout Alabama and sur- 
rounding states last week when a 
Coffee County Grand Jury returned 
two indictments against Elba Mayor 
Ricky Haywood. 

The Grand Jury completed it’s 
work on Tuesday afiernoon and 
Haywood was arrested Wednesday 
morning. He was allowed to sign his 
own bond and was promptly re- 
leased, 

The indictments were both for 
misapplication of property ... mis- 
demeanors, cach punishable by up to 
$2,000 fine and a year in the county 
jail... upon conviction. 

One of the indictments obtained 
by the District Attorney’s office af- 
ter a lengthy investigation by ABI 
agent Steve Weekly, allege checks 
were written to Attorney Jackson W, 
Stokes for $4100. The two checks 
involved in this indicument were 
written on October 22, 1993 and No- 
vember 4, 1993 in the amounts of 
$2,675 and $1,425 respectively. 
Copies of the checks indicate the 
originals appear to have been signed 
by Haywood prior to his giving up 
all check signing privileges in an- 
other dispute with the city council, 

The payments reportedly were for

Last Tuesday morning, Elba High 
School was presented a check for 
$2,500.00, 

Danny Weeks of Elba High 
School is one of 96 teachers in Ala- 
bama to receive Alabama Power

The Alabama Power Educational 
Grant program was established to 
provide funding for innovative ideas

Applications are judged competi- 
lively by professional and business 
people.

Grant applications must designate 
the category, include a program de- 
scription, give number and composi- 
tion of students and parents who will 
be involved, list objectives and detail 
implementation, 

Weeks received the maximum 
amount of $2,500 in the category 
Technology in the Classroom, 

Elba’s program description stated 
in part, “Because technology is to to- 
day’s educational process what the 
Sleam engine was to the Industrial 
Revolution, a textbook alone is not 
adequate, 

“The intent of the newly formed 
Class in multiculturalism is to use 


Services as city attorney and were 
made after the cily council had de- 
clined to approve the disbursements. 
Council members said at the time 
they felt this was duplication of ef- 
forts because they had already 
named Mark Vaughan as city at- 
torney, 

Some, if not all of the work 
Stokes was billing for was done dur- 
ing one of the several time periods 
when Haywood was trying to fire 
Vaughan from his appointed posi- 
tion. 

The other indictment arose from 
the 1993 sale of two garbage trucks 
which had been purchased in the 
waning months of the last ad- 
ministration in anticipation of the 
city getting back into the pickup of 
household garbage when the existing 
contract with ISS expired. 

After renewing the contract with 
ISS, the council approved the sule of 
the trucks to ISS for the exact 
amount of the purchase, and voted to 
place the funds in a special account 
to use if the city later decided to get 
back into garbage pick-up, Appar- 
enuly the trucks were sold and the 
over $100,000 of funds placed in the 
general fund and spent, 

While neither indictment charges 
Haywood with taking any of the 
money personally, they do indicate 


that the law requires him, as chiet 
administrative officer, to operate 
within the guidelines established by 
the city council. 

The original complaint was re- 
portedly filed with the District At- 
torney’s office in mid-November of 
1993, 

The District Attorney’s office has 
declined comment on reports that the 
complaint, which was filed by sev- 
eral private citizens, included charg- 
es of wrongdoings surrounding two 
pages of names on a wet-dry petition 
which didn’t make the ballot in 
1993, 

Haywood has declined to com- 
ment on the charges and also de- 
clined offers to publish his version 
of the events in his own words. 

Haywood will face arraignment 
stemming from the indictments on 
June 23, 1994, However it could be 
several months before an actual trial 
date, if the cases continue through 
the system in a normal pattern, 

Questions have arisen about pos- 
sible removal of office if Mr. Hay- 
wood is actually convicted in one or 
both the cases. One attorney who ad- 
mitted having some knowledge of 
the law pertaining to this, indicated 
it appeared to be similar to the law 
which ousted former Governor Guy 
Hunt from office.

Zion and Rhodes and made them 
part of Curtis. That was one of the 
times for

Sowell. She started teaching at a 
small school below Dothan, near the 
Florida line, named Providence. A 
young boy drove an ox cart and 
brought his two sisters from over in 
Florida to that school everyday. He, 
and the girls, not only brought their 
own sack lunch, but brought, on the 
cart, feed for the ox. How good it 
would be if children and parents of 
today were that anxious to get an ed- 
ucation, 

Schools of that day were rather 
like country stores. They had to be 
close enough for them to go by 
walking, or rarely, by wagon, or 
more rarely, by horseback or ox cart. 

Some schools were only one 
room with one teacher. It depended 
on the density of population in the 
community as to the number of 
grades. 

Mae Sowell’s principal was asked 
to come from her 1-6 grade school to 
Curtis School in Coffee County. He 
told the Board of Trustees he wanted 
to bring Mae Sowell with him as a 
teacher. They agreed and Mae Sow- 
ell started teaching in the fall of 
1925. She met Grafton Young and 
they were married in 1927. 

I will try to tell about several 
schools of different sizes and some- 
what of the way they were operated. 
There was a local school board for 
each school. They were the men near 
the school and they were in charge 
of the hiring. Mostly single women 
were hired and they had to agree to 
live in the community real near the 
school. 

I recall them talking about Miss 
Nettie Flournoy teaching at Rhodes 
School. She lived in the house next 
to the Judge $.N. Rowe home on Bu- 
ford. She did not drive or have a car. 
Mrs. Dan J. Brooks “Estelle” drove 
her to her boarding house on Mon- 
day morning and went back on Fri- 
day afternoon to bring her home for 
the weekend. Here is the clincher. 
Rhodes School was just up the hill 
past Kelley Packing Co., all of three 
miles away. 

Mary Sue Morman came to Elba 
in about 1926 by train. The train got 
into Elba about 8:00 p.m. and Levy 
Morrow happened to be over there. 
He offered to take her to the Garrett 
Hotel and she readily accepted. She 
left Elba and went down the lower 
river road to Sand Ridge School to 
begin her career. That is now where 
New Haven Baptist Church is locat- 
ed. She boarded with the Lewie Wil- 
liamson family. She and Levy Mor- 
row were married and lived here, 
and reared a family, all of their lives. 
Levy died years ago, but Mary only 


died a short time ago. 

Harrison School was just west of 
Richburg. Althea Carmichel Prescott 
started teaching there and later at 
Damascus and wound up teaching in 
Elba City Schools. Miss Willie Blue 
also taught at Harrison. 

My sister, Hazel Bonneau, started 
her teaching career in the fall of 
1931 at Basin, There were several 
grades. Dad took her there to a Cain 
home, where she boarded, on Mon- 
day morning, and went to get her on 
Friday after school. The 1932-33 
year she boarded nearer the school 
with the Jim Parker family. She left 
there and she and Phillip-J. Hamm 
taught several years at Bluff Springs. 
Hazel boarded with the Albert Dyess 
family. Again, Dad carried her and 
Phil early Monday morning and 
went and brought them home on Fri- 
day. She taught 34 years before retir- 
ing. 

There were so many of the small 
schools that it is impossible to even 
recall or name but a few that are rep- 
resentative, 

F.M. Reeves Schoolhouse was 
where you tum to the right to go to 
the Girl Scout Camp. There 1s no 
trace of it ever existing. 

The Wise school was between the 
Victoria Road, where Johnny Wise 
lived, and the Troy Road past White- 
water Creek, It was rather large with 
grades 1-8. The sisters, Nellie Mar- 
tin and Pearl Moseley, taught there. 

Double Heads had a school and at 
least one church that was near, This 
is above Zion Chapel, It had grades 
1-9, 

Zion Chapel at that time had a 
two room school, One room taught 
grades 1-3, and the other room 
taught 4-6.

Historic Black in the Arts ... 
Bert Williams 1873-1922. 


Star billing, the best theaters, and 
a handsome salary-Bert Williams 
earned them all, And, he led the way 
for other Blacks to earn the same. 
Williams was the first Black enter- 
tainer to star in the Ziegficld Follies, 
the top theatrical production of the 
day. With his pantomime routines, 
his humorous, yet pathetic, air, and 
his distinct singing and dancing, he 
was lemendously popular. The ulti- 
mate compliment came from W, C. 
Fields, who said Williams was “the 
funniest man I ever saw”. 

Williams was born Egbert Austin 
Williams in Providence, Nassau in 
1873. In 1910 he appeared in the 
Ziexfeld Follies. Williams was the 
hit of the shows. 


Despite his popularity, racism 
dogged him and he often stayed in 
segregated hotels and took the 
freight elevator to his room in a 
white-only hotel. His contract stated 
that he would not appear on stage 
with a white woman, and he would 
not perform in areas south of the 
Mason/Dixon Line. He once re- 
marked that “it is no disgrace to be a 
Negro, but it is inconvenient.” 

Some of his recordings included 
such tunes as “Nobody”, “Jonah 
Man", “I’m In The Right Church, 
But The Wrong Pew”, and “Bring 
Along Your Lunch And Leave Be- 
fore Supper”.

School’s Out! Warns Alabama 


Poison Center 


The end of May means that Ala- 
bama students conclude their school 
year and many look forward to trips 
to the beach, summer camp, or relax- 
ing by the pool. But summertime 
also means possible perils, warns Al- 
abama Poison Center Director John 
Fisher, Pharm, D. 

“Having children home from 
school disrupts many family routines 
which can lead to an increase in ac- 
cidents, including poisonings,” Dr. 
Fisher explained, 

Summer vacations are wonderful 
times for relaxation and sharing time 
with your family and friends. Dr, 
Fisher recommends the following 
precautions be taken during the sum- 
mer months to reduce the potential 
danger of summer vacation: 

1, Placing an Alabama Poison 
Center (APC) telephone sticker in- 
side suitcases ensures parents that 
the APC toll free number is readily 
available. Vacation tips, like moy- 
ing to a new house, mean that emo- 
tions and excitement are running 
high and parents may be preoccu- 
pied, Usual care about keeping medi- 
cations out of a child’s reach can be 
overlooked, resulting in an acciden- 
tal poisoning, 

2, Sunburn is the most common 
summertime malady, Commercial 
sunblock lotions and avoiding the 
early afternoon sun can reduce sun- 
burn and heat stroke. It is also im- 
portant to know that certain medica- 
tions, especially some anu-psychotic 
medications and some blood pres- 
sure medications, can increase one’s 
sensitivity to the sun, thus increasing 
the likelihood of a severe sunburn, 
Consult your physician or pharma- 
cist regarding your prescriptions. 

3, Warm weather brings all 
shapes and sizes of critters out from 
hibernation including bees, wasps, 
snakes, hornets, and jelly fish, If 
stung by a bee, a credit card can be 
your best friend; gently serape the 
card over the bite to remove the 
stinger. If you see a snake, do not 
run away or move suddenly; snakes 
normally travel at 5-6 miles per 
hour. When near a snake, remain 
calm and still; the snake will prob- 
ably slither away without harming 
you, In the event of a snake bite, 
however, go immediately to the 
nearest hospital, A good way to 
avoid insect bites and stings is to use 
an insect repellent that has a low 
concentration of DEET, Spray the 
product on your clothing, not your 
skin, and avoid inhaling the fumes. 

4, Picnics are a waditional sum- 
mertime activity in which the entire 
family can participate. However, 
special care must be given to food 
preparation and storage to avoid 
food poisoning: 

*thoroughly wash your hands be- 

fore preparing your food; 

*sterilize vacuum bottles 

boiling water before use; 

*thoroughly cook all food: 


with 


*kcep cold foods cold by using ice 
packs; 

*place food storage containers in 
the shade before eating. 

5. Adults tend to consume more 
alcohol during summer vacations 
sometimes resulting in sever intoxi- 
cation. Alcohol acts synergistically 
with prescription medications, inten- 
sifying the side effects of both. Be 
sure to consult with your physician 
or pharmacist regarding alcohol/drug 
interactions, 

The Alabama Poison Center is 
designated by the State of Alabama 
to serve its 4-million residents as an 
emergency poison treatment and in- 
formation resource, Open 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year, the center is 
staffed by registered nurses with 
backup support from toxicologists 
and experts in a wide variety of med- 
ical fields. 

Free poison prevention kits are 
available by calling the Alabama 
Poison Center toll fee at 1-800-462- 
0800 within Alabama, or by calling 
1-205-345-0600 if you are on vaca- 
tion out of state.

Sheriff's race attracts the most voters

48% of the registered voters of 
Coffee County cast their ballot Tues- 
day in the first primary. 

Of those voters, 9,304 Democrats 
voted in the Sheriff’s race, the most 
popular race.

Harrell is 
the incumbent and Donaldson was 
making his first venture into politics. 

This race may be decided 
Wednesday or Thursday during a 
meeting of special committee of the 
Coffee County Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee, according to 
Chairman Jackson W. Stokes. There 
were several challenge ballots cast 
during Tuesday’s election, The com-

If that doesn’t happen, the tie 
could be broken by the county chair- 
man of the Democratic Committee 
or state law could prevail and a flip 
of a coin be the deciding factor. Al- 
abama law §17-1-3 reads that if an 
election ends in a tie, the Sheriff de- 
cides the winner by lot in the pres- 


ence of the candidates. The question 


here is whether Tuesday’s voting 
was the election under Alabama law 
or was it party nomination voting. 

In the only other county school 
board race, Incumbent Rubin 
McKinnon defeated challenger Har- 
ry Carl Brown by a vote of 504 to 
363. 

Judge Terry Butts said late Tues- 
day night that he was cautiously op- 
timistic that he would win the nom- 
ination for the Alabama Supreme 
Court. However, with the vote tally 
showing him with only a 21,000 lead 
with 72% of the votes counted, he 
was still resisting urging from en- 
thusiastic supporters to declare him- 
self the victor. 

Butts carried Coffee County 
handily by a vote of 6662 to 2165 
for his lone opponent Gene Reese of 
Montgomery. 

District Judge Thomas Head won 
the two county race in Coffee and 
Pike Counties to replace Butts as 
judge of the 12th Judicial Circuit. 
The vote in Pike county was close, 
with Jim Weatherford winning there 
by a slim margin: However Head 
carried Coffee County by a vote of 
5924 to 2805, more than enough to 
win the nomination by a clear major- 
ity. 
Replacing Head in the District 
Judge’s office will be Enterprise At- 
torney Steven Blair who received 
5060 votes to his opponent Cracker 
Waldrop’s 2526 votes. 

In the race for Probate Judge, two 
term incumbent Marion Brunson 
showed concem on his face as his 
opponent, Gary Watson’s votes be- 
gan piling up. However the final 
count showed Brunson winning by a 
vote of 4589 to 3925 for Watson. 

That popular full field of sheriff 
candidates is now narrowed to two 
with Chief Deputy Ben Moates fac- 
ing State Trooper R. W. Whitworth 
on the 28th. 

Moates received 3484 votes and 
Whitworth received 3331. Dwight 
Holley received 1964 and former 
Chief Deputy Buddy Ammons got 

Coffee County voters favored En-
